BOSTON, Mass.-(/P)-Hitting at the 


taxing aspects of the Social Security 
Act and declaring a need for maintain- 
ng "state's rights," the United States 
First Circuit Court of Appeals Fri- 
day ruled unconstitutional both tlie 
unemployment insurance and old age 
assistance provisions of the act. In a 
2-to 1 decision the court reversed a 
'cderal district court on both counts, 
upholding a public utility stockholder, 
"ri'oree P. Davis of Walthani.

Avoid Coronation 


British Puffing It Up to 


Help Citizens Forget 


Edward the 8th 


SAN FRANCISCCM/P)-An English 
lord advised Americans Friday to stay 
away from the coronation of King 
George VI unless they want to be 
"overcharged for hotels, overcharged 
for seats to view the coronation, and 
generally exploited." 


Lord Marley, British Laborite and ' 


former lord-in-waiting to King George 
V, urged the coronation boycott in an 
interview here, saying he opposed the 
"general commercialization" of the 
event end the "attempt to make a pro- 
fit." The outspoken peer is here to 
aid the Jewish national welfare fund 
drive. 


He said that fanfare attending George 


VTs accession May 12 was being count- 
ed upon to offset popular sympathy 
for the Duke of Windsor and blamed 
"political maneuvering" by the Bald- 
win government alone for the abdica- 
tion of King Edward VIII. 


"King Edward showed^ great interest 


in the poverty-stricken condition of 
the workers," said the slender peer, a 
former British secretary of state for 
war. "The government felt this was a 
criticism of their inaction in this mat- 
ter. Therefore they simply mada use 
of tlie Mrs. Simpson episode as a reason 
to force his abdication."

Cotton Last Year 


of Longer Staple 


Less of It Is Under One 


Inch, and Untender- 
ables Are Reduced 


WASHWGTON.-W-The Agricul- 


ture Department reported Friday that 
cotton ginned from the 1936 crop aver- 
aged longer in staple than the 1935 
crop. 


The Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 


nomics siiid "there was an appreciable 
decrease in the proportions of lengths 
shorter than one inch, and an appre- 
ciable increase in the proportions of 
cotton classed one inch and longer." 
Untenderable cotton from the 1936 crop 
was reported as 13 per cent, compar- 
ed with 20 per cent in the previous 
year. 


The bureau said 12,129,702 bales were 


ginned from the 1935 crop and all of 
this was American upland cotton ex- 
cept 17,551 bales of American Egyptian. 
Of the upland cotton, the bureau said 
25 per cent was white strict middling 
and better in grade, 29 per cent white 
middling in grade, and a little more 
than 20 per cent of spotted grades, of 
which more than one-half was strict 
middling and better in grade. 


Grade and staple reports on cotton 


ginned in individual states will be is- 
sued April 19.

War on Bugs to 


Start on May 1 


Nation Arming With Pois- 


on— 12 Millions for De- 


fense of Crops

WASHINGTON.-America is arm- 


ing this year with poisons for a war 
on bugs. 


Upwards of $12,000.000 will be spent 


by the government to combat insects 
and plant diseases. Federal 
forces, 


augmented by thousands of farmers, 
haye .set May 1 as the "zero hour" to 
• nove on dozens of fronts. 


The enemy may invade the land 


even via airlines these days. When 
tho Graf Zeppelin ma.de her second 
trip to this country in 1929, plant quar- 
antine inspectors found 20 species of 
insects on board, six of which -were 
not known to occur in this country. 
Last year, on the 3,000 airplanes from 
foreign countries inspected at 16 ports 
of entry, a thousand lots of prohibited 
plant material were intercepted. 


'Hoppers First Objective 


One of the first objectives in the 1937 


war on bugs is to repulse the advance 
of the grasshoppers, reported massed 
for attack onat least nine midwestern 
states. More than 81,000 tons of poison 
bait will be laid down against this pest 
—54,000 more tohns than were used 
last year. 


Mormon crickets, hatching in early 


spring in flic High waste lands of the 
northwest, will meet a barrage of pois- 
on dust on their way down to the cul- 
tivated valleys. The government has 
set aside $300.000 to fight this pest with 
sodium arsenate shot from dust guns. 


A stale-wide survey "in Idaho indi- 


cates that J.32G.OOQ acres of crop and 
range lands are within the borders in- 
'ected by the crickets and that a min- 
imum of 90,000 acres of land must be 
'dusted" to ensuie control in 1937. 


Problem Ever Changing:

chinch bugs, so destructive of wheat 
md other small grains, has been re- 
jorlcd as very low, federal forces have 
dug in for a determined batlle in the 
niddle-west. 


And these are only a few phases of

icttle, the Japanese beetle— literally 
mndreds of such pests offer a con- 
lant challenge to the ingenuity of 
nan.
